They come direct from Europe 
with the misery of half

try to tell of it in general terms 
like "starvation," demoraliza- 
tion of industry," and "eco- 
nomic reconstruction." 


"Starvation" and "economic 


demoralization" 
are

words, but give weak pictures. 
America has not yet seen east- 
ern Europe by the light they 
cast. 
Take the instance of Poland. 


We have often been told that 
the Poles are suffering past all 
imagination, but it means more 
to the 
American 
that 
the 


freight 
tie-up 
has sent his 


oranges to seventy-five cents 
per dozen, or that the sugar 
trust has raised his already for- 
feited "ante" a cent per pound, 
than that in Polai.-i there are 
no oranges to speak of at all, 
and somewhat loss of sugar. 


Red Cross workers returning 


from Poland say that the popu- 
lation is starving as a unit. 
Millions are living on a soup 
made out of sour grass. Thou- 
sands are bloated from want of 
nourishment and fall dead as 
they drag 
themselves about. 


Poland is an agricultural coun- 
try, but there are few areas 
sown for 
crops. 
One great 


reason is that those who have 
control of any grain coming in- 
to the country for seed appro- 
priate it and divide it among 
their relations, willingly going 
to prison in punishment if nec- 
essary, because the immediate 
want'is so much more pressing 
than the ultimate one. 


Even if the seed ran be brot 


to the farm the farm hands can- 
not in many instances be trust- 
ed with it. 
Even when they 


can be trusted they must be fed 
while they prepare the soil, 
and there is usually no food to 
give them. Conditions in stock 
.and poultry raising are parallel. 


Geese and chickens arc. declin- 
ing in numbers because they re- 
quire grain, and grain cannof 
be procured for them. 
Indus- 


try in the cities fails because of 
the difficulty in feeding the 
workers as well as because of 
the shortage of raw materials. 


In Poland's war against the 


Soviets a railroad needed re- 
pair. 
The officers dared not 


ask the soldiers to do it. Thoy 
sent the troops on and risked 
the peasants to do the job. But 
they had no food to give, and 
the peasants wore too weak to 
work. 
Therefore the railroad 


was not repaired. 
Thr-reforc 


ASK FOR and GET 


no supplies went to the- troops.' 
Therefore 
tho troops aban- 


doned Die entire 
sector they 


were holding and retreated to 
the rear of the broken rails.
